The first legislator ever to take his 
own hfe on Capitol Hill, the 73-year- 
old republican from the twenty-fourth 
Pennsylvania district was found dead 
in a big leather chair by his office 
windows. ; 

A bullet through his bead and a 
pistol still clasped in his hand resting 
in his lap gave mute evidence of the 
tragedy, which the coroner pronounced 
suicide. 

At home the veteran lawmaker had 
left a note to his children saying his 
work on earth was done and the sud- 
den death of Mrs. Kendall last Au- 
gust 22 “was the most severe shock 
of my whole life and I have been un- 
able to throw off my grief.” ars

“Had we faced this question at that 
time, we should not have the present 
prices of sterling exchange, raw mate- 
rials and farm products.

Wiggin’s public stand on the debt 
problem was taken several months be- 
fore the financial crisis in central 
Europe in the spring and summer of 
1931, and he subsequently headed the 
bankers’ committee which investigated 
and reported upon the German situa- 
tion at the request of the London 
seven-power conference. The report of 
the Wiggin committee became an im- 
portant factor in the Lausanne agree- 
ment reached last July, virtually end- 
ing reparations. ) 

Wiggin retired on January 1 as 
chairman of the governing board of 
the Chase National bank, and de- 
scribed his report as “my valedictory 
as senior officer.”

He warmly defended the repeal reso- 
lution advanced in the senate provid- 
ing for federal protection @f dry states 
on the ground that only a resolution 
of this form could expect to receive 
ratification from 36 states. 

Asked if he was going to be the 
attorney-general in the Roosevelt cab- 
inet, the gray-haired Montana sena- 
tor, who prosecuted the senate in- 
quiry into the oil leases of the Hard- 
ing administration, merely smiled. 

He would not commit Mr. Roose- 
velt on any proposition and said he 
only spoke for himself on the World 
Court and the St. Lawrence pact.

Wiley Kendall, all of whom have been 
living here. 

William Tyler Page, veteran bouse 
employe. said Kendall’s suicide was 
the first committed at the capitol, al- 
though in years past other representa- 
tives have taken their lives elsewhere. 

Kendall attended Valparaiso Univer- 
sitv, in Indiana, and Mount Union 
College, at Alliance, Ohio, and at the 
age of 17 was a school teacher. He 
continued in this profession for 14 
years, during. which he taught at Jef- 
ferson, Iowa, for five years. He serv- 
ed in the Pennsylvania state legisla- 
ture. from Somerset county, from 1899 
to 1903. and later engaged in the 
lumber business with a_ brother. 

This brother, to whom he was close- 
ly attached. was killed in an auto- 
mobile accident several years ago, in 
which Kendall narrowly = escaped 
death.

WIGGIN SEES 1932 
AS TURNING POINT 
FOR DEPRESSION |

“The panic of the spring and early 
summer of 1932 is over and finan- 
cial confidence ig greatly improved. 
For the first time in three years we 
had, in the autumn of 1932, a better 
than seasonal improvement in busi- 
ness. Although conditions remain 
very depressed, and political difficul- 
ties, national;and international, are 
a isa there is a new hope in the 
world. 


“We are passing from the period 
of emergency credit devices—Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, mora- 
toria, standstills, and the like, into a 
period where the basis of credit can 
be restored by opening markets, start- 
ing the movement of goods, »alancing 
budgets, and giving the farmers good 
prices by restoring their export mar- 
ket. Lausanne was the starting 


Unity Restored. 

Wiggin said that the sweeping vic- 
tory of Governor Roosevelt and the 
democratic party “restores unity to 
our government, giving us president, 
Senate and house of the same party 
and facilitating prompt and decisive 
action.” 

“It foreshadows a change in our 
foreign trade policy through the recip- 
rocal lowering of tariffs at home and 
abroad, fundamental to the restora- 
tion of our export trade, which would 
produce a rally in farm prices and 
raw material prices and thus restore 
our domestic market for manufactured 
goods. 


“The deadlock respecting inter-allied 
debts, which is so great a deterrent 
to our trade revival, is also made to 
look much more promising by Gover- 
nor Roosevelt’s statement that the 
congress has not limited and cannot 
limit the power of the president to 
negotiate with foreign powers, even 
though it retains the power to ratify 
financial arrangements which he may 
negotiate with them.” 

Referring to the “regrettable French: 
default on December 15,” Wiggin said 
that France had manifested good 
spirit at Lausanne and that “it is’ 
far more to our interest to let our 
foreign policy be animated by admira- 
tion of England’s (loyal payment than 
to let that policy be animated by re- 
sentment toward France.” 


To Aid Creditors. 


Wiggin said that. good bankers do 
not seek to embarrass their creditors. 
“They collect all they can,” he said, 
“but they usually expect to recover 
most by keeping the debtor a ‘going 
concern.’ ” 

The retiring head of Chase recom- 
mended that the “United States treas- 
ury should take advantage of the 
present extreme ease in the: money 
market to fund a very substantial 
part of the floating debt of the gov- 
ernment ... the treasury should nut 
Overstay the market.”’ 

The German picture, he said, is 
‘“very-much more encouraging than it 
was a year ago. The German debtors 
have manifested splendid good will 
and loyalty, and have done more than 
they undertook to do.” Wiggin 
chairman of the international “stand- 
still” committee on private credits

Wiggin said that banking reforin 
should be obtained through increased 
supervision rather than legislative pro- 
hibitions.

I regard as ill- 
advised and dangerous the effort of 
the Glass bill to forbid detailed prac- 
tices which, though capable of abuse 
are legitimate and often vitally neces- 
sary. Good banking must depend (a) 
on good judgment in individual trans- 
actions, and (b) on a sound general 
money market situation which only 
the federal reserve system can as- 
sure.”

Affiliates Necessary. 

While advocating an amendment to 
the Glags bill “so as to provide by law 
for examination and regulation of all 
security affiliates of member banks,” 
Wiggin insisted that the “security 
affiliates are necessary if the Amer- 
ican capital market is to be adequate- 
ly financed and effectively competi- 
tive.” The Chase National bank, he 
said, “since 1921, bas invited and rr- 
ceived examination by the office of 
the controller of the currency for iis 
security affilinte without legal com- 
pulsion.” 

Wiggin held that branch banking. 
while advisable in the large cities and 
in states with a paucity of capital, 
was not in itself a panacea for finan- 
cial difficulties. 

“States where banking capital is 
scarce may be well advised to adopt 
state-wide branch. banking, or even ‘to 
admit branches from institutions in 
other states. But it would be very 
unfortunate if New York city banks 
were forced into competition with ore 
nnother in purchasing local banks ard 
converting them into branches. in 
cities perfectly well equipped in capi- 
tal and trained banking management 
to handle their own banking ’proeb- 
lems, of which there are so many in 
New York state.” 

The banker told his shareholders 
that the year’s operations of Chase 
had been successful.

INR. F.C. LOANS 


Nearly Half of $300,000,- 
000 Relief Fund Allotted, 
Report Reveals. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 8.—(P)— 
With the end of winter still far off 
the Reconstruction Corporation today 
has allotted to the various states al- 
most half of the $300,000,000 emer- 
ency relief fund congress provided 
ast summer, 

Thirty-six states and two territories 
have been granted supplementary re- 
lief funds totaling $143,418,355. 

Twelve states and Alaska have not 
asked for any assistance, though in- 
dications are that some of these, espe- 
cially New York, may ask aid before 
Governor Lehman, of 
New York, in his inaugural address, 
said federal assistance would be 
needed. 

States Not Seeking Aid, 

The states which have not sought 
aid are New York, Maine, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connec- 
ticut, New Jersey, Delaware, Cali- 
fornia, Wyoming, Maryland and Ne- 
braska. The District of Columbia is 
not included in the law as a potential 
borrower, and congress during the last 
week took steps to provide from Dis- 
trict tax funds $650,000 for relief pur- 
poses, 

Illinois and Pennsylvania. have re- 
ceived a total of $59,198,674. Illinois 
was allocated $52,493,228 and Penn- 
sylvahia $26,705,446, The corporation 
may not loan more than $45,000,000 
to any one state.

Remonetization of Silver 
‘Would Turn Trick,’ As- 
serts Utah Senator. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—(fP)— 
The move for inflation as a stimulant 
for economic conditions has drawn 
into its ranks Chairman Smoot, of 
the senate finance committee, who be- 
lieves remonetization of silver at a 
specified price would turn the trick. 

The veteran Utah republican ex- 
yressed the opinion today that “there 
he got to be some form of inflation 
very soon if we are to improve con- 
ditions,” and he said he was preparing 
legislation looking to aiding the silver

Dissatisfied with the bill because it 
fails to specify a price, Smoot said 
his amendment would take care of 
that, but he has not yet determined 
upon a figure. 

“We have got to have some infla- 
tion, but not paper inflation,” he as- 
serted. “If we increase the price of 
silver and strengthen the money sit- 
uation in that way by bringing to the 
metal an active value here, it will 
employ tens of thousands of people 
and help the general situation tre- 
mendously,”’ 


Senator Borah, republican, Idaho,

SAYS SIR ARTHUR SALTER | 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—(#)—NSir 
Arthur Salter, British economist, in 
an address in London tonight declared 
that if a world policy of reflation or 
some alternative method could be 
achieved, “every problem with which 
we are faced would be lighteped.”’ 

A back-breaking burden of debt, 
both publie and private, has delayed 
the economic recovery of Europe, he 
said in his address on “The Coming 
World Economic Conference,” in which 
he will again participate during its 
forthcoming sessions in Geneva. 

“We enter the new year with a 
new hope,” he went on. “Anxiety, 
deep anxiety, still remains, but there 
is a real prospect that this year will 
see steady progress in recovery. I 
will not be rapid or dramatic. It 


‘will not be without setbacks, but it 
'will come if we help it. 


‘The world, however, is still poised 
between two fates. This world depres- 
sion is not merely a series of national 
depressions, so we certainly need con- 
certed international action to help us 
out of it. 

“This last year has after all seen 
three instances of wise policy that 
have been for the general interest and 
not merely for the interest of a par- 
ticular country.

Engaging, Well-Directed 


If “The Bitter Tea of General Yen” 
proves anything at all it is that Frank 
Capra must be awarded a _ full-size 
place with Lubitsch and Mamoullian 
at the forefront of the directional 
ranks.

Attorney Predicts Next 
Congress Will Regulate 
Securities Trade. | 


PALM SPRINGS, Cal., Jan. 8.— 
(P)—Samuel Untermyer, prominent 
New York attorney, and a perennial 
eritic of high finance, today predicted 
that the “coming special session” of 
congress would enact a law for the 
governmental regulation of stock ex- 
changes. 

Mr. Untermyer issued a statement 
which, he said, was in response to re- 
quests that he comment on ethe pro- 
posed regulatory legislation. 

He declared that “national regula- 
tion-is now seen to be inevitable” and 


that it was “the overshadowing, sin- 
ister power of big financial interests” 
that defeated the reforms proposed in 
the Pujo report based upon the fa- 
mous money trust investigation direct- 
ed by Mr. Untermyer in 1912. 


No Consolation. 

“Tt is no consolation to the millions 
of victims,” said he, “to reflect that 
the members of the exchange and their 
allies in high finance have also suf- 
fered by their shortsighted policies. I 
do not believe the president of the 
exchange represents the present senti- 
ment of the members in further op- 
posing this legislation, provided it is 
carried out on constructive, conserva- 
tive lines, as it should be’ and doubt- 
less will be.” 

The New York Stock Exchange, he 
declared, is the most powerful, essen- 
tial financial agency in the world and 
“it is incongruous and well-nigh un- 
believable that its vast operations 
should have been conducted all these 
years free from the control, super- 
vision or review of government and 
the courts, as above and beyond the 
law. 

“The popular conception of the ex- 
change as a sort of gambling den is, 
of course, without justification or ex- 


icuse,” he said. “Nowhere in the world 

are the standards of business honor 
higher than between the members of 
the exchange. But unfortu those 
standards do not extend te their deal- 
ing with their customers. 

“The exchange,” he _ explained, 
“properly conducted, is an essential, 
legitimate and indispensable arm of 
our financial system, without which 
the system would be paralyzed and 
the development of our railroads and 
— would have been impos- 
sible.”

“The 
two best weapons they can pull out 
of the bag to replace the forward 
throw are the quick kick and lateral 
pass. Koth of these were used more 
in 1932 than previously, but not as 
much as I had expected. Southern 
California, in particular, set the pace 
in quick kicking, 

et FORMIDABLE. 

“This quick kick is a formidable 
weapon because it's an unorthodox 
hoot that shoots low over the opposing 
line on the first, second or third

“The quick kick tends to balance 
attack and defense, because it forces 
the opposing team to use defensive 
formations to guard against it, thereby 
tending to weaken their defense 
against rushing plays.”
